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I . ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 


A. Headquarters 

On July 22, 1963, RH T-5, who has furnished Tellable 
information in the past, advised that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
self -designated Commander and leader of the American Nazi 
Party (ANP), and the members of his staff, continue to main- 
tain their national headquarters at 928 North Randolph Street, 
Arlington, Virginia. This property is owned by FLOYD FLEMING, 
a long time associate of ROCKWELL who has evidenced sympathy 
for the aims and purposes of the ANP. 

A characterization of the ANP is attached in the 
Appendix of this report. 

He added that the ANP is also utilizing a large frame 
house located on 26 acres of land at 6150 Wilson Boulevard, 
Arlington, Virginia. ROCKWELL and several members of the ANP 
reside in this house, which is referred to by the members as 
the "mansion" or "Auxiliary Headquarters." Some of the 
personal records of ROCKWELL are also maintained in ROCKWELL* s 
room on the second floor and some ANP members- are always at 
this house, especially when ROCKWELL is present. 

On April 3* 1963# RH T-6, who is in a position to 
furnish reliable information but contact with whom has been 
insufficient to establish his reliability, advised that 
FLOYD FLEMING, owner of the premises at 928 North Randolph 
Street, Arlington, Virginia j present headquarters of the 
ANP, had received an offer to purchase this property, but 
it was not known what action he might take in this regard. 

The April 4, 1963* issue of the Richmond News 
Leader, a Richmond, Virginia, newspaper, reported GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL had, on the previous day, applied again, 
for a charter for the American Nazi Party but this request 
was turned down by the Virginia State Corporation Commission. 
This action was taken pursuant to an act, of the 1962 Virginia 
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Assembly which prohibits ;bhe use of Nazi .or national socialism 
in a Virginia charter. 


The article further pointed out that ROCKWELL’S 
Party is presently chartered in the State of Virginia, as 
the GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL PARTY.

On May 29, 19^3 , RH T-7* a former member of the 
ANP who was in a position to provide reliable information, 
but contact with whom has been insufficient to establish 
his reliability, advised that the ANP has approximately 
5000 associate members. 

II. OBJECTIVES 

On July 22, 1963, RH T~5 advised that the objectives 
of the ANP remain unchanged and that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
self-styled commander of the ANP, is seeking, through speeches,, 
distribution of literature and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. He. added that ROCKWELL has 
recently indicated that he can, if he so desires; be elected 
Governor of the State of Virginia in 1966 and that he can 
be elected President of the United States in 1972. 
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RH T-5 also informed that ROCKWELL is the dominant 
force and personality in the ANP; that he is still espousing 
a line of hate against the Jews and Negroes j and that his 
current big project 11 is to assemble a large force of white 
people from throughout the United States to appear in Wash- 
ington, D. C., on August 28, 1963, to "counter demonstrate" 
against the announced rally of approximately 100,000 Negroes 
in Washington, D. C., on the same date, which is being 
sponsored by the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP) . 


III. FINANCES 

On July 18, 1963* RH T-8, who is in a position to 
furnish reliable information but contact with whom has 
been insufficient to establish his reliability, advised 
that the ANP operates largely on donations from various 
individuals, unknown to him, of from $5.00 to $200.00. A 
small profit is realized from various ANP publications. 

RH T-8 also informed that during the past week 
GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, Commander of the ANP, had received 
at least two donations of $200.00 each in cash as well as 
some smaller donations. Ttfe informant did not know the 
identity of any of these contributors, but did state that 
one of the $200.00 donation's came from a man in California, 
name and residence unknown to the informant. 

On May 29, 1963, R ft T-7 advised that the full-time 
members of the ANP do not pay any dues unless they are employed 
in which event they must pay $10.00 a week to the Party. He 
added that the associate members pay for any printing they 
have done and are expected to' donate $3.00 per month to the 


This informant also stated that periodically the 
ANP makes an appeal to associate members for funds and 
contributions when finances are low and that, to his knowledge, 
no sponsors are making any large contributions to the ANP.

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The informant added that discussions are still 
limited to immediate plans of the ANP, that is to some 
action- or problem which must be handled within a short 
period of- time. No long range programs are discussed and 
it is apparent that ROCKWELL does not have any programs as 
such mapped out very far in advance. Similarly, no plans 
are discussed involving foreign countries or programs in 
those countries unless the item is a current issue or- 
accomplishment. For instance, according to the informant, 
it is unlikely that ROCKWELL would discuss an impending 
visit he might be contemplating to a foreign country inasmuch 
as he does not have the utmost confidence in the members of 
his staff. 


VI. ACTIVITIES 

On July 22, 1963 , RH T-5 advised that the activites 
of the ANP have involved speeches at various' localities, 
including some colleges and universities, by GEORGE LINCOLN 
ROCKWELL, ANP Commander, on the tenets of his beliefs that 
international "Jewery" is ruining the world and specifically 
the United States; that the main threat in America today is 
communism and that the National Socialism espoused by the ANP 
is the answer to communism; and that he and his Party are 
dedicated to supremacy of | the white race over the Negro race.

The informant actded that ROCKWELL also- guides the 
activities of the ANP and ^supervises the preparation and 
printing of the various pamphlets, booklets and other pro-, 
paganda material which is 'disseminated by the ANP. 

» 

Representative of these speeches and activities 
are as follows: 

A. Speeches 

The February 15, 1963 , issue of the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, a Richmond, Virginia, newspaper, reported that 
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GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, “self-styled fuehrer of the 
American Nazi Party," delivered a speech at Cabell Hall, 
University of Virginia, Charlottesville, Virginia, at 
Which time he spoke- out against Jewish domination of 
American activities and his fight to preserve supremacy 
of the white race. 

On April 21, 1963* RH T -6, advised that a taeeting 
or rally was held by the ANP on the lawn, at 6150 Wilson 
Boulevard, Arlington, Virginia, v/hich premise is occupied 
by the ANP as a barracks, in order to celebrate Adolph 
Hitler’s birthday. He said that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, 
commander of the ANP, spoke over a public address system 
from the cupola of the building and his remarks concerned 
politics and his efforts to win elections in both the State 
of Virginia and on a national scale in future years , 

On April 22,, 1963, RH T-5 advised that about 35 
persons attended this meeting, including individuals from 
the District of Columbia, Maryland, Alabama, Pennsylvania 
and Massachusetts, 

On April 20, 1-963* RH T-10, who has furnished 
reliable information- in the past, advised that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL delivered a speech .at the headquarters 
building. Midwest Division, ANP, 2124 North Damen Avenue, 
-Chicago, Illinois, on that date’. There were only 26 persons 
present and he talked on the threat of communism and how 
National Socialism is the solution to the problem. 

According to RH T-10, he also spoke favorably of 
the efforts of the Nation pf Islam in their efforts to 
advance the position of the Negro and said if they avoid 
communism he is behind them. 

A characterization of the Nation of Islam and 
the ANP, Chicago, Illinois, appears in the Appendix of this 
report. 
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On May 6 * 1963* Mr. I I who represents 

the Anti -Defamation League of B*Nai B‘Rith in Washington., D. C., 
advised that a female supporter had given about .$800.00 to 
the ANP to finance a trip by GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL* Commander* 
ANP, to Los Angeles* California* in view of the difficulty 
involving ANP members in Los Angeles in connection with picket- 
ing in that city. 

On May 13* 1963* RH Till*, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past* advised that ROCKWELL was' in Lbs 
Angeles, from May 6* 1963 May 12* 1963* because of the 
arrest of ANP members in that city on April 28* 1963* 
connection with their picketing activities at a meeting being 
sponsored by the American Zionist Council. He left Los 
Angeles .for Denver* Colorado. 

A characterization of the ANP* Los Angeles, appears 
in the Appendix of this report. 

The May 7* 1963* issue of the Los Angeles Examiner* 
a Los Angeles* California* newspaper* contained an article to 
the effect that GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL had attended the 
trial of accused Nation of Islam rioters at the Civic- Center 
in Los Angeles on that date. ROCKWELL v/as reported as 
stating "the Muslims are bing persecuted just as the Nazi 
Party - the separation of the black and white races - and 
we work together on many things." 

According to an article in the May 15* 1963* issue 
of the Colorado Daily* a Denver* Colorado, newspaper* GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, head of the ANP* spoke at the University of 
Colorado on May 14* 1963* under the sponsorship of the 
Associated Students National Affairs Commission at .the

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This proposed itinerary listed’ speeches at 73 
different towns in the State of Virginia, beginning on 
July 11, 1963, and ending on August 25, 1963. 

Information from local police officials in the 
respective towns where ROCKWELL has delivered his speeches 
to date, reveals that he has spoken on the theme of exhort- 
ing the white people to come to Washington, D. C., on August 
28, 1963, and help him in a counter march against the 
demonstrations planned by the NAACP on that date.. There 
have been no incidents among members of the audiences and 
no obvious support has been shown for ROCKWELL. Both white 
and Negro persons have listened to his speeches. 

On July 15, 1963, Sheriff EMERSON HARDY, Lunenburg 
County, Victoria, Virginia, advised that town officials in 
Kenbridge and Victoria,- Virginia, told advance representatives 
of ROCKWELL that they did not want him- to speak in either of 
these communities and, to date, he has not spoken at either 
place . 


On July 18, 1963* Sheriff W. E. HILL, Brunswick 
County, Virginia, advised that city officials in Lawrenceville, 
Virginia, had refused to grant ROCKWELL an available site 
where he might speak and he did not appear in that town. 

On July 18, 1963, FLOYD McCAIN, Chief of Police, 

South Hill, Virginia, informed that ROCKWELL appeared- in 
South Hill at 6:00 P.M., on that date, but left when he did’ 
not have an audience to hear him. ‘ 

According to Sheriff N. B. NELMS, JR., Fluvanna 
County, Virginia, only police officers and firemen were on 
hand to hear his speech in Palmyra, Virginia, when he 
appeared there on July 13, 1963; however, he still delivered 
his speech. 

The size of his audiences have, according to 
local police officers, ranged from 25 persons at Clarksville, 
Virginia, to from .350 to 400 persons - at' Orange, Virginia.

On August 12, 1963, a source who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, made available a copy of the August 8, 
1963 issue of the "Intra-Party Confidential Newsletter", a 
publication of the American Nazi Party (ANP), 928 North 
Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia. George Lincoln Rockwell 
is the self-styled National Commander of the ANP. 

The following information appears in this newsletter: 

National Headquarters of the ANP has been "overwhelmed" 
by the huge new flood of inquiries and pledges of support with 
respect to the ANP counter-demonstration against the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People (NAACP) 
scheduled for August 28, 1963 in Washington, D. C.

The following additional comments were made in the 
Newsletter concerning the August 28 counter-demonstration: 

" Niggers Looking for Trouble 

"The Red leaders of the nigger march on Washington 
originally promised D. C. Police they would meet at 10 a.m. 
near the White House, proceeding from there to the Lincoln 
Memorial . The American Nazi Party then announced it was 
calling on White men to assemble around the Washington 
Monument at dawn on the 28th. 

"Now these Communist agitators decided they want to 
meet, at the Washington Monument .. .at 5a.m.! It seems 
fairly obvious now that these people are just looking for 
trouble. We won't be surprised if they announce next they 
are going to storm the halls of Congress, in which case they 
will first have to march over our dead bodies. In any case, 
these Soviet niggers will have to bear full responsibility 
for any incidents resulting from their unbelievable behavior. 

"Despite Communist assurances of 'non-violence 1 , this 
city is bracing itself for a racial explosion. Fifteen 
fist-aid stations with two ambulances each are currently 
planned, to which 50 doctors and 100 medics have already 
.been assigned . 

" Health Hazard 

"Officials of the District Health Department are 
deeply disturbed by the health problem that will be posed by 
lack of sanitation among the 100-odd thousand steaming blacks 
when they arrive here for the 28th revolution. They are also 
concerned about an expected rise in venereal disease. 

" Communist Strategy 

"The reason the Communist nigger agitators picked a 
week-day— Wednesday— to run riot in the streets of 
Washington is very simple. They figure while the White Man 
is tied down to his job, all the coons on relief can be 
recruited into a communist-led march on Washington.

So here is actually what the White Man is up against 
in this country: While he is slaving away trying to provide 
for his creature comforts, four million Black savages on 
relief rolls are at the, disposal of the Jew and Communist 
agitators, who can thus CALL THE SHOTS FOR AN ENTIRE NATION!

" Break Vicious Cycle 

# "While these hopped^-up apes roam the streets at will, 
the White Man grinds away providing more welfare checks for 
these Niggers. Thus, he digs his grave a little deeper, and 
insures the destruction of what remaining liberties he has. 
Somehow the White Man has got to get mad enough to stop the 
vicious Marxist cycle, or he will 'be completely whipped. 

And the time to act is NOT a couple of months from now, or 
next year sometime maybe . . . but on August 28, 1963, in 
Washington, D. C. A stand has to be made once and for all! 

"Fortunately, there are still enough White men who 
realize the situation, and have had about all the niggers 
and race-mixing they are going to take, and who are getting 
ready stirring among White Christian Americans. They are 
restless and looking for leadership. On the 28th the American 
Nazi Party has a great opportunity to provide that leadership. 

" Make History. Not Excuses! 

"The White Race now stands at a crossroads. Will it 
live, or will it die? Will your grandchildren and great- 
grandchildren be White, or will they be non-descript little 
mongrel things? Sammy Davis, Jr., who is making a special 
point to march for race-mixing that day, has started -openly 
stating that he hopes your descendants look like his.~ Sammy 
isn’t making excuses. He is taking an active part in fighting 
for the degenerate world he believes in.

The PNC is 
supporting General Horacio Gamboa, "a prominent anti-Jev/ish 
military man currently running for public office".

of policy disagreements with GEORGE LINCOLN ROCKWELL, ANP 
leader. 


The source stated that the original purpose behind 
the formation of the American National Party was to be openly 
anti- communist and attract other- anti- communists who could be 
gradually converted to anti-semites, thereby expressing the- 
true sympathies of the American National Party. 

The source stated that the American National 
Party maintains a "mail drop" at Post Office Box 191* 

Grade Station, New York 28, New York, but has no actual 
headquarters . 

The February, 1963, issue of "Kill! Magazine" 
published and distrib uted bv the A merican National Party, 
carried an article by | l entitled "The 

American National Party is Dissolved." 

On April 3* 1963* Detective l 

Bureau of Special Services, New York City Police Depart- 
ment, who is familiar with the activities of the American 
National Party and similar organizations operating in the 
New York City area, advised that the American National 
Party is no longer in existence even though Post Office 
Box 191, Grade Station . New York 28, New York, is still 
leased by | I who had been leader of the now 

defunct American National Party.

On August 15, 1963* Chief of Police E 0 PRESTON PRICE, 
Harrisburg, Pen nsylvania. Po lice Department, advised that ROY E. 
FRANKHOUSER and| had been in the City of Harrisburg, 

Pennsylvania, on August 15, 1963, as they had advised the Mayor*s 
Office by letter in the recent past. They had not contacted the 
Police Department on August 15, 1963 , either in person or by tele- 
phone, to advise they were going to picket in the city and pass out 
leaflets. As a result, their presence in the city became known to 
the Police Department on the basis of a telephonic complaint to 
the Police Department at t he Noon h our. As a result. Chief PRICE 
stated that FRANKHOUSER and l I were not allowed to distribute 

handbills, but were taken by squad car at their request to the steps 
of the State Capitol, where, during the lunch hour, they picketed 
in front of the State Capitol. They were dressed in walking shorts 
and had the American Nazi Party Swastika Emblem as arm bands. 
FRANKHOUSER said they represented the American Nazi Party and were 
conducting a hate march through parts of Pennsylvania in opposition 
to the pro-integrationist march on Washington, August 28, 1963* b6

A characterization of the American Nazi Party appears in 
the Appendix. 


FRANKHOUSER and l I carrled two placards publicizing 

the fact that they were on a "Hate Hike” through Pennsylvania to 
recruit Pennsylvanians to go to Washington August 28, 1963, and 
counter the civil rights demonstration. FRANKHOUSER said the Ameri- 
can Nazi Party is against race mixing and the Communist conspiracy. 


After approx imately an hour of parading on the Capitol 
steps, FRANKHOUSER and l I were taken by squad car to the bus 

station, where they boarded a bus to go west on the turnpike, and 
stated they were going to tie Midway service area. Exit 11, Bedford, 
on the Pennsylvania Turnpike.

On August 20, 1963, a source who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, made available a copy 
of the August 15, 1963, issue of the "Intra -Party Confidential 
Newsletter”, a publication of the American Nazi Party (ANP), 

928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia. He added 
that this newsletter is usually written by George Lincoln 
Rockwell, self styled National Commander of the ANP, however, 
it appears that the current issue was written by another 
ANP member.. 

The following information .appears in this newsletter: 

"Dozens of speaking invitations for the Commander 
have been pouring into here from universities# and groups

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COMAY HARKS UN TO AC 3? ON SYRIAN AGGRESSION 

UNI'EEI MAHONS, (TOP)— I n the August 16th. column this 
writer stated that 11 the test han agreement signed in Moscow by the three Great 
Powers had , 11 in addition to “the promise of clearing the air from the poison of 
radiation, ol eared the political atmosphere of strife and uncertainty,” and that 
“it was generally welcomed by statesmen and diplomats as creating She right at- 
mosphere for negotiation . 11 * 

Your correspondent concluded, hiiwever, that he feared that 
there may be “some devils in the ointment.” , 

'Well, as we all know, the devils have already stirred them— 
selves on the Sjyrian border and accomplished their murderous deed, and the quietude 
that pervaded the UN atmosphere since the signing, of the agreement was suddenly in- 
terrupted when the Security Council met in emergency session on Friday the 23rd. . ^ 

Ambassador Comay, in his calm but powerfully— convincing 
speech before the Council in which he made reference to this “moment in history 
when hope is stirring for a genuine relaxation of international tension and the 
resolving of conflict by negotiation, " declared that it was “criminal folly*, in 
this ^feting, to increase tension and endanger* the peace in a brittle region in 
©r€te£ to gain some looal political advantage. n 

She Israeli Ambassador, who had just returned from a visit 
to Israel and who had adced for the Security Council meeting several days before 
through his leputy here, was referring to “the wanton murder of two innocent Israeli 
farmers by Syrian soldiers” who had hidden in ambush within Israeli territory, to 
oommit their foul deed. 

Having submitted before the Council a list of ninety-eight 
violations since Pedember 4 up until August 20, and calling upon the Council to 
take “swift and firm action to condemn and curb" Syrian aggression. Ambassador Comay 
told the eleven Council members that it appeared “tempting for a Syrian regime to 
stir up trouble with Israel as an antidote tb trouble elsewhere" 5 that it was tempting 
for the Syrians “to use this means" of murdering Israelis “for the silencing of op- 
position at home and for patohing up a frazzled Arab unity. But," he added, “this is 
a dangerous and irresponsible pastime, of which the Security Council should take very 
serious note . 11 

the gravest tones, which appeared deeply to affect the 
delegates as well as the spectators present, Ambassador Comay declared that “the 
Israel Government cannot abdicate its responsibility for ensuring the integrity of 
its borders and protecting its citizens* In the face of murder and kidnapping, in- 
cessant harassment of our civilian population and oft— repeated threats against our 
very existence, our patience should not be construed as mere weakness, or our restraint 
as an incapacity to defend ourselves against attack* The armistice agreements," he 
continued, “were not meant to be certificates of immunity to belligerence. We are 
not prepared to be the whipping boy for the Arab world, and to have its tension and 
turmoil seek facile outlets across our borders. “ 

The Syrian rebuttal, presented by Salah El line ^arazi, was 
typical of the old Arab tirades Sgainst Israel* Having been placed on the spot by 
Comay, Tarazi, finding it qui?e difficult to extricate himself from the predicament 
he was put in, appeared fidgity all through his lengthy speech, at times even ridi- 
culous. It was “Esau versus Jacob” all over again in a modem version. The delegates 
seemed to enjoy the “show” he put up for them. The Arabs were absolutely innocent* 

“The Arab countries do not seek war,” he said. It is “Israel” which “appears today 
in the guise of a lamb, but that skin covers the wolf himself.” Comay, he stated, 
was “diguising untruths behind the mask of a clown.” Thus he went on to ramble in 
his vain attempts to turn the tables by"proving” that Israel, not Syria, is the oulprit. 
Certainly all the delegates, even Ambassador Fedorenko of the Soviet Union who will 
undoubtedly have to side with the Arab state, clearly saw through Tarazi* s bluff. 

But the height of Tarazi* s folly came when he told the Secu- 
rity Council that he was authorized by his government “to affirm that the death of 
the^two + famer s had never occurred*” As soon as he had made this remark, there was an 
^moSS&g^aughter from the spectators in the galleries* Even the delegates found his 
statement amusing. The nervous Tarazi, at this point, interrupted his speech, turned 
to the President of the Council and said in effect that the Israelis havijmSnaged to 
fill the chamber with “paid” stooges* 

The Friday meeting adjourned with a statement by U Thant 
announcing a cease-fire and promsing a report to the Council as soon as General Odd 
Bull ha a submitted his findings.

George Lincoln Rockwell, self-styled commander of the 
American Nazi Party (ANP) and approximately seventy-four persons 
were observed by Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation (FBI) to cross the l4th Street Bridge from Washington, 

D.C. into Virginia at 11:40 A.M., on August 28, 1963. Rockwell 
appeared to be leading this group, the members of which were 
walking in single file. They proceeded out Shirley Highway after 
crossing the bridge into Virginia and thence to the intersection 
of Army -Navy Drive and Jefferson Davis Highway where cars they 
had used for transportation from Arlington, Virginia to Washington, 
D.C., earlier in the morning were parked. 


At approximately 12 Noon, the first car -with a load of- 
these persons left this parking area and went to the ANP Barracks 
at 6150 Wilson Boulevard, Arlington* Virginia.
